SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) — A 
67-year-old Buckihis/t nun, mother 
of a South Vietnamese ambassa­ 
dor in Africa, volunteered today 
to bum herself to death to help 
Buddhists win religious equality 
and social justice. 
A government-organized demon­ 
stration of wounded war veterans 
tried unsuccessfully to storm a 
Loa pagoda while the nun related 
her offer to newsmen in a guard­ 
ed upstairs room. 
The Buddhist association said 
it would do every thing it could to 
stop her. 
“ I do not need their authoriza­ 
tion.” the nun, Dieu Hue. said. 
“ I will kill my self by whatever 
means are possible, even if my 
superiors try to prevent m e.” 
She declined to say when or 
where she would carry out her 
treat. 
Dieu Hue is tee mother of Buu 
Hod, ambassador to Morocco, Tu­

Syrian Group 


Socialists Said Bar 
To Unity among Arabs 


CAIRO (AP)—President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser says Egypt, Iraq 
and Syria cannot unite as long as 
the Ba’a th Socialist panty rules 
Syria. 
Denouncing the Syrian regime 
as fascist, Nasser declared Mon­ 
day night: “There cannot possi­ 
bly be any alliance with fascism 
based on deception and treason 
We want democratic unity, not 
the unity of a Ba’athist prison.” 
Iraq also has a Ba’athist govern 
ment, but Nasser apparently left 
the door open for cooperation with 
it. He and the Syrian Ba’athists 
have been at odds since the short­ 
lived union of Egypt and Syria of 
1958-61. 
The three nations agreed in 
April to form a new United Arab 
Republic on Sept. 17 with Nasser 
a«s transitional president. But Nas­ 
ser’s plans to submerge the Syri­ 
an Ba’athists in his own one-party 
system were torpedoed when they 
purged his supporters from posi­ 
tions of power in the Syrian army 
and government. 
The Syrian regime last Thurs 
day quelled a coup attempt by 
Nasser supporters and launched a 
roundup of pro Nasser elements. 
At least 27 rebels have been exe­ 
cuted. 
Nasser spoke to about 300.000 
Egyptians jammed into Cairo’s 
Gumhurriya Square on the eve of 
the lith anniversary of the revo­ 
lution that overthrew King Farouk 
Nasser said the unity agree­ 
ment no longer is binding “so far 
as the (Syrian) Ba’athist fascist 
government is concerned.” But he 
said he still considers it binding 
on the Syrian people. He added 
that his attack was directed at 
the party leadership, not at the 
“ good elements who remain in 
the party.’

Railroad Association 
Supports President 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Top rail­ 
road management approved today 
President Kennedy’s formula for 
heading off a nationwide strike 
but stood by the plan to apply 
on schedule—unless Congress acts 
earlier on Kennedy's proposal— 
the work rules that unions have 
adopted as a walkout signal. 
Barring a change, that means 
a strike by the unions of on-train 
workers is still on for 12:01 a.m. 
next Tuesday unless Congress has 
passed by that time the Kennedy 
bill to turn the dispute over to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion for binding settlement. 
The unanimous decision of the 
20-member board of directors of 
the Association of American Rail­ 
roads was announced shortly aft­ 
er congressional leaders had in­ 
dicated uncertainty 
t h a t Con­ 
gress can act in time and 
appealed indirectly far further de­ 
lay if needed. 
The actioo came as Congress 
took up the President’s emergen­ 
cy plan under which the Inter­ 
state C o m m e r c e Commission 
would be given unprecedented au­ 
thority to pa«ss on the four-year­ 
long dispute over work rules and 
hold off a strike far at least two 
years. 
Representatives of the five op­ 
erating unions still are consider­ 
ing the position they will take an 
the President’s plan. 
Democratic congressional lead 
ers in advance of the railroad 
executives’ action, talked the sit­ 
uation over with Kennedy arad re­ 
ported afterward that the pros­ 
pects for his plan look good. 
In talking with newsmen after 
their weekly White House break­ 
fast, however, the party chiefs 
steeled clear of any predictions 
that Congress will complete ac­ 
tion before 12:01 a.m. Tuesday.

THE POOR physical fitness 
rf the nation’s youth, recently 
deplored by President Kennedy, 
may show* a mark ed improve­ 
ment within the next couple of 
years. Responsible in part for 
this welcome change will be 
Mrs. Bert Closter, a Baltimore 
housewife. 
When she isn't tending to her 
chores aa a homemak er and 
mother of three children, Mrs. 
Claster is better k nown as Miss 
Nancy. As teacher and "boss 
lady" of Romper Room, a daily 
television 
program 
for 
pre­ 
school youngsters, she has been 
work ing directly with the gov­ 
ernm ent to bring health hints 
and habits to the nation's tots. 
The show, w*hich emphasizes 
the importance of personal hy­ 
giene and the need for activi­ 
ties which help to strengthen 
muscles and develop good pos­ 
ture during a child's formative 
years, now reaches some 
6 ,OOO,- 
OOO youngsters in the U. S., 
Puerto Rico and Canada. 
"A while back the President’s 
Council on Youth Fitness con­ 
tacted 
me,” 
explained 
Mrs. 
Claster, "and ask ed whether I 
w*ould help with their program. 
Naturally, I said yea Members 
o f the Council were aw*are that 
poor posture which leads to 
poor physical condition almost 
always began during a child’s 
early years. They said that they 
had little or no problem about 
getting a health program start­ 
ed in college, high or even ele­ 
m entary schools, but the pre­ 
school years were something 
else again and that was w*hy 
they were ask ing the help of 
Romper Room.”

WASHINGTON - British sold 
iers. 120 strong, visited the White 
House recently without burning it 
ai other Briish soldiers did dur 
ing the War of 18 12. 
"White House" means just one 
thing to millions of visitors to this 
national capital — the home of 
the 
President, Probably most of 
those visitors, 
however, 
do 
not 
k now very much else about it. 
The White House was 
vsually 
called the "President’s House” un­ 
til after the British burned it in the 
s u rn rn e r of 18 14. After the burn­ 
ed - out interior was rebuilt, the 
smok e - black ened 
exterior was 
whitewashed to hide the mark s of 
the 
British 
burning. 
"W h i t e 
House’’ became a more common 
designation after that, but it was 
not given official status until the 
adminisration of Theodore Roose­ 
velt. 
Many visitors during this .second 
year of the sesquicentennial of the 
War of 18 12 do not realize that 
more than a year before the Bri 
tish 
burned 
Washington. Amer­ 
icans invaded the capital of Up 
per Canada, York (now Toronto) 
and its government buildings were 
burned to the ground. 
Americans invaded York twice 
150 years ago. in late April and 
again in July 18 13. Today at restor­ 
ed Fort York in Toronto you find 
the g'ia ds wearing uniforms and 
carrying equipment lik e Y or k ’ s 
defenders in 18 13. 
British burning 
of Washington 
the next summer, therefore, was 
in retaliation of American con­ 
quests at York . The Toronto His­ 
torical Board has published 
t hi s 
comment on the burning of York : 
"The public library was burned, 
and every volume destroyed or 
stolen. 
Houses 
and 
shops were 
plundered, even the church was 
not spared, and the new Parlia 
ment Building, the seat of govern 
ment of Upper Car ada. was totally 
destroyed by fire after having been 
pillaged. 
"It was a reprisal for this wan­ 
ton destruction 
that the 
British 
forces burned the public buildings 
in Washington the following year, 
though at Washington private pro­ 
perty was scrupulously respected.” 
When 
the 
Americans 
sailed 
home, the report added, they took 
away “ all weapons they could find, 
and a large quantity of food and 
provisions, mostly private proper­ 
ty. Before leaving they destroyed 
the barrack s at the garrison and 
partially destroyed t he 
b l oc k - 
house.” 
The American fleet raided York 
again in July 18 13. According to 
Canadians, "There was no resis­ 
tance. and after 
plundering 
the 
town again, they sailed 
aw ay.” 
That July raid spurred York 's de­ 
fenders to erect 
two substantial 
block houses, 
and 
the following 


sum m er they prevented 
another 
American fleet of IO ships from 
landing. 
Fort York today, restored to re­ 
capture its old atmosphere, is one 
of Toronto’s most interesting his 
torical spot for tourists. 
Among York mementoes Ameri­ 
cans brought back 150 years ago 
is the 30-foot royal standard heliev 
ed to have flown from the flagstaff 
at Government House. This is still 
at the U. S. Naval Academy at An­ 
napolis. 
Another was the little wood and 
tin mace from the Upper Canada 
Parliam ent, which the Naval Aca 
demy 
had until 
1934. 
President 
Frank lin D. Roosevelt returned it 
that year during Toronto’s centen 
nial. This mace was used in 1962 
to open the Ontario Legislature. It 
is now on display at Fort York . 
Americans, Canadians and Bri­ 
tish still have their occasional dif­ 
ferences of opinion, but those car 
gets of military action 
150 years 
ago during the War of 18 12 have 
become 
leading 
attractions 
for 
each other’s friendly and admiring 
tourists.

THE POOR physical fitness 
j f the nation’s youth, recently 
deplored by President Kennedy, 
m ay show a m arked im prove­ 
m ent w ithin the next couple of 
years. Responsible in p a rt for 
this welcome change will be 
Mrs. B ert Closter, a Baltim ore 
housewife. 
W hen she isn’t tending to her 
chores as a hom em aker and 
m other of three children, M rs. 
Claster is better known as Miss 
Nancy. As teacher and “boss 
lady” of Romper Room, a daily 
television 
program 
for 
pre­ 
school youngsters, she has been 
working directly “with the gov­ 
ernment to bring health hints 
and habits to the nation’s tots. 
The show, which emphasizes 
the importance of personal hy­ 
giene and the need for activi­ 
ties which help to strengthen 
muscles and develop good pos­ 
ture during a child’s formative 
years, now reaches some 6,000,- 
OOO youngsters in the U . S., 
Puerto Rico and Canada. 
“A while back the President’s 
Council on Youth Fitness con­ 
tacted 
me,” 
explained 
Mrs. 
Claster, “and asked whether I 
would help with their program. 
Naturally, I said yes. Members 
of the Council were aware that 
poor posture which leads to 
poor physical condition almost 
always began during a child’s 
early years. They said that they 
had little or no problem about 
getting a health program start­ 
ed in college, high or even ele­ 
mentary schools, but the pre­ 
school years were something 
else again and that was why 
they were asking the help of 
Romper Room.” 
The Council worked out a 
tremendous brochure of activi­ 
ties for the tots, according to 
Mrs. Claster, which she passed 
along to the 100-odd TV sta­ 
tions which televise the show 
regularly. ’These activities are 
not calesthenics—they are play 
gam es primarily,” she added. 
“In them, the children pretend 
to be a rabbit, an elephant, a 
windmill or something similar. 
They are put through move­ 
m ents which develop coordina­ 
tion, muscles and joints. For 
example, one of the better ones 
Is a game in which a tot bal­ 
ances an object—we use a light 
plastic basket—on its head.” 
Unlike most TV programs 
which are syndicated, the Rom­ 
per Room shows are not filmed

develops

WASHINGTON — B ritish sold 
iers, 120 strong, visited the White 
House recently without burning it 
as other Briish soldiers did d u r­ 
ing the W ar of 1812. 
“ W hite H ouse” m eans ju st one 
thing to millions of visitors to this 
national capital — the hom e of 
the P resident. Probably m ost of 
those visitors, 
however, 
do 
not 
know very m uch else about it. 
The W hite House was 
rsu ally 
called the “ President’s House” un­ 
til after the British burned it in the 
s u m rn e r of 1814. After the burn­ 
ed - out interior was rebuilt, the 
sm oke - brackened 
exterior was 
w hitew ashed to hide the m arks of 
the 
B ritish 
burning. 
“ W h i t e 
House” becam e a more com mon 
designation after that, but it was 
not given official status until the 
adm inisration of Theodore Roose­ 
velt. 
M any visitors during this second 
year of the sesquicentennial of the 
W ar of 1812 do not realize that 
m ore than a year before the B ri­ 
tish 
burned 
Washington, A m er­ 
icans invaded the capital of Up 
per C anada, York (now Toronto) 
and its governm ent buildings w ere 
burned to the ground. 
A m ericans invaded Y ork twice 
150 y ears ago, in late April and 
again in July 1813. Today at resto r­ 
ed F ort York in Toronto you find 
the guards wearing uniform s and 
carrying equipm ent like Y o r k ’ s 
defenders in 1813. 
B ritish burning 
of W ashington 
the next sum m er, therefore, was 
in retaliation of A m erican 
con­ 
quests at York. The Toronto His­ 
torical Board has published t h i s 
com m ent on the burning of York: 
“ The public library was burned, 
and every 
volume destroyed 
or 
stolen. 
Houses 
and 
shops w ere 
plundered, even the church was 
not spared, and the new P a rlia ­ 
m ent Building, the seat of govern­ 
m ent of U pper Canada, was totally 
destroyed by fire after having been 
pillaged. 
“ It w as a reprisal for this w an­ 
ton destruction 
that the 
British 
forces burned the public buildings 
in W ashington the following year, 
though at W ashington p rivate pro­ 
perty w as scrupulously resp ected .” 
When 
the 
A m ericans 
sailed 
home, the report added, they took 
away “ all weapons they could find, 
and a large quantity of food and 
provisions, mostly private proper­ 
ty. Before leaving they destroyed 
the b arrack s at the garrison and 
partially destroyed t he b l o c k - 
house.” 
The A m erican fleet raided York 
again in July 1813. According to 
Canadians, “ There was no resis­ 
tance, and after 
plundering 
the 
town again, 
they sailed 
aw ay. 
That July raid spurred Y ork’s de­ 
fenders to erect 
two substantial 
blockhouses, 
and 
the following 


sum m er they 
prevented 
another 
Am erican fleet of IO ships from 
landing. 
Fort York today, restored to re ­ 
capture its old atm osphere, is one 
of Toronto’s m ost interesting his 
torical spot for tourists. 
Among York m em entoes A m eri­ 
cans brought back 150 years ago 
is the 30-foot royal standard believ 
ed to have flown from the flagstaff 
at G overnm ent House. This is still 
at the U. S. N aval Academ y at An­ 
napolis. 
Another w as the little wood and 
tin m ace from the U pper C anada 
Parliam ent, which the N aval Aca 
demy had until 
1934. 
P resident 
Franklin D. Roosevelt returned it 
that year during Toronto’s centen­ 
nial. This m ace was used in 1962 
to open the O ntario Legislature. It 
is now on display at F ort York. 
Am ericans, Canadians and Bri 
fish still have their occasional dif­ 
ferences of opinion, but those ta r­ 
gets of m ilitary action 
150 years 
ago during the W ar of 1812 have 
become 
leading 
attractions 
for 
each other’s friendly and adm iring 
tourists.

W alter Reuther, as has been re ­ 
vealed in one of the incidental p ar­ 
agraphs of a new view-with-alarm 
book called “The Far Right,” re ­ 
cently charged that J. Edgar Hoov­ 
er, the D i r e c t o r of the FBI, 
“ exaggerates the domestic Com­ 
munist menace at every turn and 
contributes to the public’s fram e 
of mind upon which the Radical 
Right feeds.” 
This, coming from the redoubt­ 
able head of the Automobile Work­ 
ers union, who left no stone unturn­ 
ed in tim es gone by to get rid of 
the Communists and their sym ­ 
pathizers in his own organization. 
is something of a laugh. It seems 
like only yesterday when W alter’s 
cohorts were locked in desperate 
struggle with the UAW Leftists. I 
can still hear the chants of 
the 
Reuther followers as they moved 
into convention battle, carrying the 
fight to their opponents; 
“They're the boys 
who

Well, 
these 
anti-Reuther frac­ 
tions are now part of hoary UAW 
history, and Walter Reuther, exud­ 
ing the satisfaction of middle-aged

Leftist peril as part of the rom an­ 
tic period of American industrial 
unionism. J. Edgar Hoover, who 
still has to contend with ultra ra ­ 
dicals on several firing lines, is 
not perm itted to sit back and preen 
himself complacently on his victor 
ies. And if Walter Reuther is still 
the Reuther I once knew, he would 
be acting very much like J. Edgar 
Hoover if he were 
head 
of 
the 
FBI. 
Spies, Soviet “ sleepers” and “ in­ 
nocent front” dupes may no long­ 
er infest the ranks of the UAW 
locals, but they are certainly part 
of the “domestic Communist men 
ace” elsewhere. Walter 
Reuther 
must know 
that 
defectors from 
various 
branches of the 
Soviet 
overseas apparatus are s e c o n d 
sources of good information, for 
the defectors used to tell W alter | 
about Red conniving in his own 
union. So, when defectors inform 
the U. S. government that 70 to 80 
per cent of the total of 761 Soviet- 
bloc diplomats and employees in 
this country “have been used ex­ 
tensively for espionage purposes,” 
W alter Reuther would just have to 
believe them.

Taking full advantage of Am er­ 
ica's easy-going ways, Soviet of­ 
ficials made 14 intelligence collec­ 
tion 
and reconnaissance t r i p s 
throughout the United States in the 
fiscal year af 1962, according to 
Mr. Hoover. They visited strategic 
areas, gathering charts and maps 
and photographs that might prove 
useful to saboteurs or Soviet mili­ 
tary men in charge of establishing 
missile objectives and priorities 
Moreover, 95 Soviet-bloc officials 
attended 
65 
technical, scientific 
and symposia in various parts of 
the country, carrying away with 
them every bit of printed m aterial 
available. Elaborating on t h e s e 
statistics, Mr. Hoover offers an 
example of a Soviet UN employee 
who bought between 200 and 300 
maps “ while posing as a student.” 
And this despite a State D epart­ 
ment order of 1955 making it il­ 
legal for Soviet citizens to acquire 
various types of maps and charts. 
The problem of Cuba adds to 
the “domestic Communist 
m en­ 
ace” which Reuther says J. Edgar

of Cuban refugees in the United 
States it is com paratively easy 
for Communist agents to acquire 
a plausible “cover.” In fiscal 1960 
the FBI was called upon to make 
a total of 671 investigations relat­ 
ing to Cuba; in 1962 the number 
had increased to 2,053.

DEAR ABBY: Television inter­ 
ference is caused by TV sets pick­ 
ing up the ham 's transm itter sig­ 
nal. The frequencies for hams are 
very strict, and the FCC constant­ 
ly polices the bands far “ off-fre­ 
quency” sets. When a TV set picks 
up ham signals, it means that the 
selectivity is so wide that the TV 
set has become a ham receiver. 
The ham cannot be Warned for 
this. It can be eliminated with an 
inexpensive filter. But the filter 
goes on the TV set—not on the 
ham ’s radio set. So, if a filter is 
needed, the TV owner buys it.

DEAR ABBY: If that lady who 
hates ham operators would write 
to the manufacturer of her TV set 
and request a TV-hi-pass filter, 


they would send her one free. Am­ 
ateur radio is not only a hobby, 
it is a public service, and has been 
very helpful in cases of emergency 
and disaster. I have a neighbor 
who watches TV morning, noon 
and night, and she absolutely re­ 
fuses to do anything about her TV 
except to complain to me because 
of the “ interference” .

MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
Union, Britain 
and the United 
States apparently completed work 
today on a treaty banning nuclear 
tests in the air, outer space and 
under water. They may initial it 
Wednesday. 
All the experts walked out of 
the Spiridonovka Palace in mid­ 
afternoon and were reported to 
have completed their work o.. the 
treaty. 
The delegation chiefs—U.S. Un­ 
dersecretary of State W Aver all 
Harriman Lord Hailstorm of Brit­ 
ain and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko—lingered a 
while to discuss other matters on 
which the Russians are seeking 
action at this time. 
These include primarily a non­ 
aggression agreement between the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion and the Communist Warsaw 
Pact powers. There were strong 
indications that even this hurdle 
had been surmounted. 
U.S., British and Soviet negotia­ 
tors worked overtime Monday to 
prepare the test ban accord for 
initialing this week. Only a few 
words reportedly remained to be 
agreed upon. 
Unless Khrushchev insists on a 
package deal, the three powers 
should 
complete 
the 
test 
ban 
treaty today or Wednesday, West­ 
ern sources said. The chief U.S. 
negotiator, W. AvereU Harriman, 
has no authority to negotiate a 
nonaggression pact. 
President Kennedy was report­ 
ed considering an attempt to drum 
up congressional support for the 
test ban agreement by sending 
leading members of Congress to 
Moscow for the signing. 
The unpolled ban on nuclear 
tests in the atmosphere, in space 
and under water must win Senate 
approval by at least a two-thirds 
majority if it is to become bind­ 
ing on the United States. 
White House press secretary Pi­ 
erre Salinger declined comment 
on the reported plan to send a 
congressional delgatien to Mos­ 
cow. But Sen. Bourke Hickenloop- 
er of Iowa, ranking Republican 
on the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, said he heard of the 
plan some time ago. He said he 
didn’t think the trip was neces­ 
sary. 
Harriman, Britain's Lord Hail- 
sham, and Soviet Foreign Minis­ 
ter Andrei A. Gromyko met alone 
for an extra hour Monday, mak­ 
ing their session the longest since 
negotiations began here July 15.

cussed Khrushchev’s proposals for 
a nonaggression pact between the 
NATO Allies and East European 
Communist States and for inter­
